The thing to do 
is to add the fat to the food when 
we eat instead of soaking It In fat 
while it is being cooked. 

Third: Po not eat blistering, burn- 
ing condiments. Ood never Intended 
those substances to come in con- 
tact with the delicate mucous mem- 
brane of the digestive organs. I 
have occasionally put a mustard 
plaster on the outside of a stomach, 
but then I took it off when It began 
to raise blisters. Those who put it 
on the inside must leave It there. 
And remember that a blister on the 
inside means a gastric ulcer. Mus- 
tard, pepper. Worcester sauce, and 
the rest of that family, have no bus- 
iness in the human system. Ood 
ha« put the flavor in every food Just 
as He has put a fragrance In every 
flower. What is the use of spoiling 
good food by adding to it such crude, 
coarse, blistering, burnin* 
es as fiery 
diments?

Modern medical science has 
how to conquer practically 
disease except those that result from 
over-eating, and especially eating too 
much of the beefsteak line of food. 
Ood put ten per cent of this kind of 
food in grains; and that is the right 
proportion. 

Many people have 
selves into thinking that they 
i at this sort of food in order to be 
strong. That is a mistake. The ox 
does not get its strength by eating 
another ox. Corn is not made into 
hetter food by being changed Into 
pork; in fart, it may have trichina 
or take work added to it. There la 
no advantage in eating second-hand 
food any more than there is in 
wearing second-hand clothes. 

Fifth: Do not eat between 
Children should not he permitted to 
piece at all hours of the day. Na- 
ture does everything In regular 
rh>ihm. When we persist in break- 
ing <nto that we speedily break down 
the digestive system. We should 
consult principle instead of Incll- 
uaticn.

The planting season is over. 
With a good season we should make 
this year not only a good cotton crop 
and a good tobacco crop, but an 
abundance of food. The vast ma- 
jority of farmers have done as tine 
a piece of work as any 
did. as the results will 

After the cultivation is 
and the crop is ready for harvest 
(here may be a great loss unless 
steps are immediately taken to or- 
ganize the proper machinery for 
marketing long before the crops are 
ready. II would be a national ca- 
lamity to permit these great food 
crops to be bought up by mere spec- 
ulators or to be wasted in any way, 
or for farmers to be compelled to 
part with these food crops at a 
sacrifice. There must be some en- 
couragement to stimulate the plant- 
ing of the food crops of next year. 
Your State organizations, including 
the State Council, the State Exten- 
sion Work, the County Agents, etc. 
are active along these lines. I think 
it would not be amiss for me to call 
your attention to this important 
Work'. Business men and farmers 
should consult together on the fol- 
lowing subjects: 

t. Proper storage room for all 
food product, in the county. Are 
facilities now in existence? If aot, 
what organization and what facili- 
ties can be provided? This ought to 
include the storage of corn, soy 
velvet beans, peanuts, cow- 
other grains 
We do not 
storage for the whole crop of the 
county but only such storage as will 
prevent wtjMM, prevent immediate 
marketing and enable your people 
to market gradually and hold ade- 



Animal mid insect pesls of corn— 
prairie-dogs, ground-squirrels, giv- 
phers. blackbirds, crow*, cutworms, 
carworms \\ new. wins, chim b-hugs,

Many of these pests can he effective- 
ly combated, according to specialists 
in the I . S. department of Agricul- 
ture, who describe measures that 
may he employed. 

Kor cutworms, lumps of poisoned 
hail, made by mixing about 50 
pounds or bran or corn meal with 
two pounds of Paris green, six fine- 
ly chopped oranges or lemons, ami 
cheap molasses to make a stiff 
dough, should be scattered along .he 
corn rows at planting I 
soon as injury from the cutworms 
is noticed. Information as to these 
poison MMM wiM be furnished on ap 
plication to the Bureau of 
ogy. 

Treating the seed wilh eoal 
will usually repel attacks of 
and. in some cases, those of bur 
rowing rodenU. A teaspoonful of 
tar is enough for a peck of corn. 
Mix the tar with a quart of boiling 
water. After the mixture has cooled 
somewhat but is still hot, stir in the 
corn until every grain is coated, 
and IBM spread it out to dry before 
Planting. Corn may be immersed 
several minutes in moderately hot 
water without affecting germination, 
the tar treatment does not repel 
mice or ground-squirrels. 

Dest ruction of corn by ground- 
squirrels, prairie-dogs, pocket go- 
phers, or mice is best prevented by 
poisoning the animals a few days 
before the corn is planted. Strych- 
nine is the best poison in all cases, 
but to obtain satisfactory results a 
special formula is needed for pre- 
paring the poison for each kind of 
an animal. Such formulas have 
been worked out by the Bureau of 
Biological Survey and special in- 
structions will be furnished upon 
application. Paris green and strych- 
nine are poisons and should not be 
placed where children or domestic 
animals can get them. Yearbook 
Separate No. 70H.

Huckwbeat is 
a very quick maturing grain crop 
and this fact permits us beiaa 
larley, or oats 
a matter of fact, 
it is not advisable to sow it earlier 
than July, and it may he sown as 
lata as August 1. It is possible to 
get n to 12 bushels of seed per acre 
after wheat in a favorable season, 
and one point that farmers will ap- 
preciate is that red or crimson 
sown with the buckwheat 
Idom rails to give a good 
stand. This method of sowing clover 
in buckwheat bas been practiced 
for many years in certain sections 
of southeastern Kentucky and it baa 
been found the most reliable way 
of getting a start of clover. 

Uses of Buckwheat 

The seed of buckwheat is used for 
human food in this country, chiefly 
in the form of griddle cakes, and has 
been bringing good prices. The mid- 
dlings produced by milling buck- 
wheat flour are very rich is pro- 
loin and oil and make a valuable 
animal final.

With an army of leas 
than 31.000 men. but highly trained by 
Philip of Macedon. his father, Alexan- 
der, in only twelve years conquered 
ten jf the ptfiMfjifJV .and populous 
Wiffntrles of the world. Caesar. Alaric, 
Attlla, Charlemagne, and all the great 
military men from the greatest an- 
tiquity down to the

Ico. and Plsarro conquered Peru: the 
British. French, and Spanish subdued 
the Indians of North America, and 
during the latter half of the nineteen- 
th century nearly all tbe land to the 
world that was "unoccupied" by Eu- 
ropeans or tbelr desrendsnts was tak- 
en In possession by European Powers.
